Such was tho weloomo news from Vancou- 
ver last evening, confirmatory of earlier dia- 
patohea rocoived during the afternoon by 
the post office uuthoritiea. These wore to 
the effect that the first of the delayed Can- 
adian Paoifio trains westward bound had 
reached the break at Mission ; that mails 
and passengers were being forried acrosa, 
and that last Wednesday's letters and 
papers would roach Victoria to-night. 
Anyone wishing letters forwarded from 
Victoria via the Amerioan routes until all 
trouble on the CP. R. is over has only to 
address or mark tho envelopes " via United 
States." Tho Northorn FaciSo has, local 
manager E. E. Blackwood states, got 
through all its trains promptly thus far, 
and dooB not anticipito any serious inter- 
ruption of tiaQio. Cooler weather in the 
mountains ia reported, and a standstill or 
slight fall of the swollen rivers brings cheer 
to the hearts of the diatrecaed residents of 
tho Hooded diatricta. 

Every effort is being made to relievo tho 
Decosaltles of thnae, and it ia hoped and ex- 
pected that the fatality will not prove cor- 
respondingly seriona as the financial loss. 
Premier Davie was prompt in his action in 
behalf of the besieged reaidonta along the 
Fraaer, and persoaally arranged with the 
G.F.N, Co. for the Bending of tho Tranafer 
to Niobmen Island and elsewhere if required 
to aid the settlers ; anything Mr. Pncoh may 
have done — and he has been very active iu 
the work of relief — has been supplementary 
to and outside of this arrangement. The 
settlers no doubt fully cppreoiate the antici- 
pation of their request for aid by the Gov- 
ernment and will not thank those who in the 
hope of scoring a political point attempt to 
belittle tho forethought of the Premier. 

No confirmation haa been received of 
tho finding of bodies drifting with tho 
stream at Mission, nor has any fatality 
boon authentically reported other than in 
the two cases referred to Tuesday morning, 
though tho rumor was current yesterduy 
that two Indiana had lost their Uvea a'j 
Langley in attempting to remove their atcck 
from the flooded reaervation. Tho Revel- 
stoke and Mission City bridges still hold, 
though they aro in great danger, ond are 
momentarily threatened with complete 
deatructioD, The entire Chilliwack district 
ia now under water, and at Matequi and 
Haleio priviriea the water ia still riaing. 
Vancouver ia threatened with a meat 
famine, while several side- trucked train- 
loads of cattle are slnnilarly situated, their 
provision aupply have been exhausted. 

The wire trom Donald to Vancouver waa 
in working condition for a short time yester- 
day, when it was learned that further 
trouble was boing oxpcrionced iu the Rock- 
ies. Tho telegraph lines south were also 
wrecked yesterday, somewhere south of 
Seattle, whore the iribntaries of the Colum- 
bia aro in flood. 

From the Coast of I.ana:Iey. 

Lanoley, May .'iO. — (Special.)— In order 
to give readers of the (^olonlst a correct 
ideauf the extent of the damago to farming 
lands along the river, caused by tho prevail- 
ing Hood your correspondent to-day made a 
start on a trip which will cover the whole 
affected district. Evidenco of tho continu- 
ous rise of the water waa to bo seen before 
leaving Vonoouver or Westminster, for at 
the former place the water of the Fraser 
river has backed right up into Burrard Inlet 
and at the latter,. a great mass of debris 
couiiug down the swiftly flowing river tells 
its okvn talc. 

Piieaing up the river in steamer one is 
forcibly impreaeed with tho hoipht of tbo 
water at tho lirunettQ sawmills, where tho 
wharf will bo under water probably by 
morning, and at tho Rnsa-MucLaren mill, 
whose floor is already wet. The damage to 
tho fttiming lands ia observablo only in iao- 
latcd inatances for the first few miles from 
tho oity, and the loss on the lowlands com- 
mences to be seen seven or eight miles up, 

At one ranch David Essen has lost the 
whole crop upon which ho placed dopond- 
enco for the season's provisions for hia log- 
ging oatnp. Opposite Port Hammond, 
which eaoapea by rcaaon of its height, a 
great tract of lowland is submerged ond tho 
growing crops will be a total loaa. At Port 
Haney the water is already a foot above the 
wharf, the presence of whioh ia indicated 
only by the buildiitga upon it.' Below 
Derby townelte ttia river has spread 
over ihe meadows for a distance of 
half A mile inwards from its natural 
boundary. In the neighborhood of Lacgley 
very extcnaivo damage haa boon done, 
though this is only tho bpginniug of the 
Boriously flooded territory. The steaiper 
landing ia covored with several feet of 
water, and a ferry has bad to be established 
running from tlio wharf to the Hudson's 
Bay Company's store. 

The first sign of appro.iching danger waa 
a week ago, and since thnn tho river has 
risen between six aud seven feet, being now 
ono foot lower than tho high water mark of 
18S'2, with a propect that it will riso to at 
least the highest reoordod. Langley Indiana 
have moved all their stock from the 
runohorio opposito here, and aro thomaelvtjs 
ready to flit at uny moment, Tho following 
aro tho ranchers who have Buffered priooipal 
loss : 

Capt. MoLonuan, who had bought forty 
ocroa under crop on tho low laiide, loaoa all. 

John and Fred'. MoLellan lose prnotioally 
all their crops. 

Kenneth Morrison had everything in first 
clnna order on hia model ranch, which ia now 
out of sight.

In the village, the sawmill has been ren- 
dered inoperative by the high water: Bos- 
sak's grisli mill and freight house is three 
feet under ; the Commeroial hotel been out 
off and tho dining room ia now located in 
the old poatoffioe building. The Langley 
hotel is »!iio surrounded. 'The Hudson Bay 
warehouse and stores aro also cut off, and if 
tho water rises as expected it will bo above 
tho floors. Captain MoLennan'a wharf aud 
worehousea are nine icchea under water. 

The gravel road at Salmon river ia four 
feet under water for about a mile and utterly 
impasaablo. Salmon river bridge opposite 
Mackio's is afloat and expected to bo a total 
wrocli when tho water Eubsides. Tho break- 
ing of Langley dyko, about a milo from this 
village Sunday morning, submerged about 
twelve hundred acres of grazing lands. 
This dyke was built only last year and is 
now completely covered with water, so that 
even if a weak spot had not given way 
the result to tho land would have 
the same. There has been one 
casualty in Langley villago in oonsequencu 
of the flood, this having occurred Sunday 
morning, when tho oighteen-month-old child 
of Peter Brown, hotelkeepor, wandered un- 
seen from the verandah into the ahallow 
water then surrounding and waa drowned 
before its abaenca was discovered. 

Word waa received here tbia evening that 
tho water ia now so high between Mats^ui 
station and Miesion bridge that four or five 
miloa of the Canadian Pacific railway there 
is expected to be under. water to-morrow. 

The latest From Wcstuilnater. 

Westsiinster, May 30. — (Speoial) — De- 
tails from tho flooded diatriotB up river to- 
day are very meagre. No steamers arrived 
down, all being busy removing aottlers, 
their cattle and effects to places of safety. 
Tho wires aro down above Mission, and no 
news can be obtained from above that point. 
Tho Mieeion railway bridge still stands, and 
is expected to pull through intact, though 
the approaches to it qu both aides aro wash- 
ed out. The water is still rising, and eight 
inches have been added to the flood in tho 
last twenty-four hours. 

At Matsqui the prairie ia flooded on a 
level with the river, and a steamer can 
navigate it anywhero. 

Fifty ranches on Nicomen island are under 
water, and the fences and barns have been 
carried away. The houses bSing sub- 
stantially built have withstood the torrent 
DO far. 

At Garner's hop ranch, Dewdney, tho 
water is half way up the hop poles. 

From Chilliwack word comes that Luck- 
A-Kuck river has out through into ita 
ancient bed and laid many farms deaoUte. 
Hundreds of cattle, sheep, horses and swine 
have been driven and carried by steamer to 
Wade's mountain opposite Nicomen, where 
they are safe from the flood, but in danger 
of starvation as there ia no feed for them. 

At Bon Aooord, Liverpool and Browns- 
ville the water is eight inohea over the 
Groat Northeirn tra'M:, and all tfas farme 
along the line for ton miles are flooded. The 
crops will be a total loss. 

To night the water is oomlng' up appar- 
ently faster than ever, and news from the 
flooded diatricta ia anxiously awaited. 
Every warehouso along the water front here 
has been stripped of ita contents, and only 
juat in time, aa the water ia now on a level 
with aome of tho wharves, and within a few 
inohea of the flooringof the higheat. Theatreeta 
in the wcat end are covered with water ond 
boats are being uaed on them. Anacis 
island, two miles below the city, ia sub- 
merged several feet. Ail the mills have 
ceased operations and salmon fishing is-at 
a BtandstlU. 

The first train over tho C. P. R. in eight 
days ia expected to reach Ruby Crock, 
seventy miles eaat of here, some time to- 
night. A steamer will meet the train and 
take the pasaengers to Miasion City, where 
they will take train again for Vancouver. 

From Divisional ncadaaartcrs. 

Vancooveb, M,ay 30.— (Speaial)r-Super- 
intendent Abbott went up the line on a 
special this afternoon to arrange for the 
transfer of the maila and passengers of the 
Empress of India by steamboat from Yalo 
to Miasion. An attempt was made to-day 
to send some mail and a few paaaengera East 
by tho same method. The water is reported 
to bo fulling slightly higher up the river ; 
two more washouts are reported on the 
C.P.B., but the truth of the statement can- 
not be ascertained. 

A dispatch from Chilliwaok to S. Greer, 
says, the town ia navigated entirely by boats 
and the diatioea is terrible. Tho settlers 
want immediate help. At Maria Island tho 
track has been wuahod away, and waves five 
foot high aro sweeping over tho place where 
workmen are heroically laboring to bridge 
tho break. Many say that tho water will 
not begin to recede until Sunday's high tide. 
Aa soon as tho Matsqui aud Hatzio flats 
wore filled up tho river again began to rise 
rapidly. It will have reached ita higheat 
point at 2 o'clock, when it will again aub- 
sido. 

Tho CP, R. track never beforo had so 
severe o teat, and the ofEciolH arc appalled 
at the disaster. During construction, old 
rinohera thirty years in tho country told 
the contractors they were banking tho track 
too high, and in many citsea tho grade was 
lowered on their opinion. Tho " old 
ranohers' " advice haa proved audiy amies. 
The oificiala under their great trial have 
been uniformly oonsiderato and long suffer- 
ing to the myriad of queatiouera, and their 
stock has gone up. Vanoouvor hotels au 
all full of paBaengers anxious to gel; Etst. 

The Uftllwoy SItantlon,

SENSATIONAL AFFAIR. 

A Yonng KngUshman Set Upon and Beaten by 
Hoodlums. 

Los Angeles, May 20. — A aenaational 
affair ooonrred on the Sm Jote hills south, 
of Corvina, a tittle fruib town in the foot' 
hill of the Sierra Madro mountains eaat of! 
thia city, day before yesterday, which may 
rcBult in considerablointernational complioa- 
tiona. A youcg Englishman was set opoa 
by a gang of hoodlams and beaten into a 
Btato of insensibility and was then tied to a 
tree in a barren spot and left to perish. The 
young man is Bobert Baanohamp, a nephew 
of tho Arohbishop of York and the heir of 
tho Marquis of Oholmotidely. Beaaohamp 
finally extricated himself from hia perilous 
position and succeeded in making hia way 
homo.

Rev. D. A MoRae and A. R. Enloy have 
been appointecldologatea from Court Honeon 
I.OF. , to uttend the openiug of a High 
Court in Victoiia on Juuo U. 

At tho specinl meeting of the council last 
evening a conimiltre composed of tho mayor 
and aldermen Wilaon, Churchill and^Night- 
ingale, «aH uppocnteJ to confer with Mr, 
\V. C. Haywood with regard to tho pro- 
poBcd electric railvvay l)y-law. Whilst tho

THE COTTON CASE. 

BeleSiSed on lliil)ens Corpus on n, Technicality, 
But Imiuedlately Uc-arrtsted— Appeal 
to be Heard Friday. 

New Wf.stminsthk, May .'iO. — (Special.) — 
In tho Supreme court tliia morning re Gor- 
don vs. Cotton, application by writ of haboaa 
corpus to release Mr, Cotton cime up for 
hesring before Justices McCreight, Walkem 
and Bole. The ground taken by the appli- 
cant was that Mr. Cotton had not been 
brought over on a warrant issued by Judge 
Drake. After argument the court adjourned 
till 3 o'clock when .Justice Walkem delivered 
tho judgnicnt of tho Court releasing Mr. 
Cotton on the ground that tho omission to 
issue a warrant was fatal. Justices Mc- 
Creight and liola concurred, Judge Bolo re- 
marking that although the point taken was 
a technical one, in matters of this kind it 
was imperative that tho requirements should 
be strictly complied with. Mr. Cotton was 
released at -1 o'clock, and immediately ro- 
arrofted on a fresh warrant, signed by Jus- 
tice Walkem, baaed on Judge Drake's order. 
Mr. Wilson applied to the judges to hear bis 
appeal which was fixed for 10 o'clock on 
Friday at Vancouver.

The Meu to Whom the Uuitod States 
Owe the Existpuce of 
Government. 



(From the Post-Intell'Koncor ) 
Honesty is said to be the best policy ; it 
ia just as true of patriotism that viewed 
from ft purely utilitarian point of viow it 
piys a ptopio to honor its patriot dead by 
object loaaona of public oboisanco, There 
is not u merohunt whose property is not 
safer beciuee of the eduo ition of the grow- 
ia^ youth of the land to the sentiment of 
broad patriotism and abounding nationality. 
It is because of this education to patriotism 
and nationality that wo do not do as they 
do in Germany, France and Russia, and 
miko a standing army in limo of poi.co 
whose bayonets are aa numerous as the corn 
Stalks in the fiolda. Wo give our people the 
tillut ; wo gi\'0 thfcm the right of froQ dia- 
cussiou ; wo suffer them to make and un- 
make their own lawa and when those Iowa 
are threatenTid by mob violence our P.pai- 
dent has only to do as Lincoln did in 18U1, 
to wave the Stars and Stripes from the steps 
of tho Capitol and the bayonets of a free, 
patriotic, law-abiding, law-supporting and 
law vindicating peoplo rise up like epricg- 
aig gfues la ever}/ statd. 

if in bakttle every ballet has ita billet so 
in this country behind our free ballots are 
millions of law-abiding and law- vindicating 
bayonets. This was true in I8G1; it is true 
t J day; and bcoause it was true in 1861 we 
pay annual honors to our patriot dead; we 
liy tho Stars and Stripes from our eohool- 
houaea and wa teach at school, at the home, 
from tho rostrum and tho pulpit on all pub- 
lic ocorisions that it is far bettor for a boy to 
bo educated to honor his grendfather for his 
devotion to duty in the hour of danger aud 
death than it is to toaoh him to worship the 
golden culf. Our nation lives to-d^y because 
it elected to ooDcjuer a peace for right with 
bleed and iron than make a cowardly peace 
with wrong, In memory of those man who 
died to onforoe this noble resolve of the na- 
tion wo deoorate the graves of the Union 
dead. 

What men tho vast mojority of the dead 
on both sides of the war for the Union wore ! 
They were, until ofter Gottyaburg at lenat, 
recruited chitfly from the ranks of the youog 
and tho brave. The records ahow that jrhila 
the Federal law makes subject to military 
duty all males between the ages of 18 and 45, 
nevertheless a large proportion of the volua- 
terrs was composnd of young men. Ic ap 
pears chat nearly ^0 per cent, of the soldiers 
from Indiana were boye when they shoal- 
dored their muskets. In comparison 
■with the whole body of soldiers 
^ery few, indeed were over 35 
when they enlisted, consequently the 
average age of the veterans of Indiana at the 
present time it aisout 60 years, and probably 
what is true of the soldiers of that great 
state applies equally well to those of others. 
II we oonld examine the records of the South 
we should probably find not only a larger 
proportion M very yonng men, but a very 
urge number of men who were past the best 
time for military servioa, for the stress of 
the war oompelled the Sonth with her info, 
rior numbers to enforoe her conscription act 
with the same rigor that was employed by 
the first Napoleon to fill up the gaps in his 
veteran armies after the fatal Russian cam- 
paign of D 812. 

Napoleon never made a remark more fre- 
quently quoted than his assertion that God 
waa on the side that had the largest battal- 
ions, and yet no man knew better that he 
spoke a most flippant falsehood. In his 
younc days he had seen the troops of the 
first French republic beat back all Europe ; 
ragged, ill-armed, out-numbered, their only 
only leader waa the thought of the Marseil- 
laise, and they fallowed it to victory against 
tremendous material odda. In the Franco- 
German war of 1870 Franco fought lees 
phyaioai, but greater moral oclda, tor while 
they had still tho Maraeillaiae its 
thought did not load them. Napoleon 
the Third ' had educated France to 
be luTuriouB. money ^-etting, cynical, 
corrupt.; she was a rich argoaay or Vene- 
tian merchant man, while Germany wua a 
njan.of.war with "porte sU up and bikttle 
lanterns lit and her leashed thundera gath- 
ering for their leap." God is not, in tho 
long run, on the side of tho most cannon, 
nor on the side of the moat dollara, unices 
they are uaed for just ends ; for outrage the 
moral forces long enough and they will turn 
on you as surely as they at last turned on 
Napoleon, and, when the moral foroea have 
once turned on you, the cannon and ma- 
terial forces will soon follow the forlorn 
hope of humanity b ought to bay. 

Last year Comp'»ny H, of the Que Hun- 
dred and 'Fifteenth, New York, hold a ro- 
unioD ; ■- wa4 the color .company of its regi- 
uiOQi. bd "MU'ued iiome " without a single 
offl :er and bat twenty of the boys." Of the 
160 offioers and mvn borne on the ooropany 
rolls, wIm had marob away from home and 
family and friends, only twenty oame back, 
bringing with them "two tattered and blood- 
stained fiigs." This oonipany was oomposod 
of farmer boys and meohanios, and its 
pathetic story is but one of hnndreds of just 
such storiea that the villages and small towns 
of tho North could furnish of the war period. 
Such stories cannot bo too often retold, 
for they teach a letter of patriotism to 
the young, growing generation. The story 
of this company is a rebuke to those who 
talk about the enormous cost to the country 
of providing for the surviving soldiers of 
the war and the widows and orphans of 
thoao wh'i laid down their lives for the 
Union. L : is worth while remembering that 
to such men as those we owe tho existence 
of the government ; for but for them wo 
should not to-day have been a nation. 

" 'L'hoy loved t3>«ttr country, so ae only they 
Who love a motiier fit to dio tot may." 

Aa Emerson wrote to Carlyle, " What- 
ever betido tts in the inexorable future, 
what ia bettor than to have awake in many 
men tho awoot senso of beauty, ond to 

double tho courage of virtue ? To dio of 
feeding the tiioa of others wore awoct, since 
it were not death but multiplication." Tho 
brtvo Union aoldiers " are duar, ; their 
Bworda arc ruat ; their aoulo arc with tho 
sainto we trust ;" but tho homago p ud to- 
day to their bnnoa, and ihouaundu liku Ihcm, 
are but tho fuldllincnt of tho prophecy that 
Honor and Froodom do annually repair aa pil- 
grims to bltea tho turf that wrapu their clay. 
Tho teiiaoily of thia rovoroncf for tho l)Q«t 
tnomoriea of the groat civil war ia tho proof 
that wo arc Biill a jjeoplo who would light 
with all our unciont ardor for tho life of tho 
nation. Men and women who refuao to 
laugh or sneer ot sacrifacJ for oihuraaru in 
peace or in war tho very life, tho salt, tho 
stamina of tho state. The dead soldiers 



HI 1 not ba forgotten for they will always he 
an inppiraticn and an exaniplo to our chil- 
dren, and the living soldiers will not bo for- 
gitten until they rieeervo lo be. Of tho 
(lead soldiers who died iiko men vvhecber ic 
bttt'e, in hospital or in prison the poet wai 
right who wrote : 

Tho noble dead whoso footsteps down 
Thd hlRhwaya of tho century 
Ring on ami ever thioUKli the pnat. 
And through tho future <I1mi and vast, 
With clouds portentous ovorcaat. 

Drift over them, O anowa of time ! 

With kingly ormino wrap tliHm round ; 
Tho nation watches at their ahrlne, 
Their Kraves aro conseorated ground.

CSIPFLIS GEBBK STRIKERS. 

Tbe Men and the Depnties at a Safe Distance 
From Each Other. 

Cripi'LE Creek, May 30 —The deputits 
and strikers still .keep at a safe distance 
from each other. Both pidos are exerting 
every elTort to incroaso th'iir numbers, the 
strikers uaing in eomo instance,'' loaded Win- 
chesters as arguments. Tho strikers, 
vastly outnumbering the non-comb.'*tant 
portion, and being heavily armod, 
have confjacated nearly all tho Qrearma 
owned be individuals, and conduct thom- 
solvoa in an overbearing manner, and 
exact conduct on tho part of the in- 
habitunta that is little short of abject ser- 
vitude. Yesterday a party entered Mound 
City and at the point of Winchesters forced 
two union men, who believe in the union, 
not in carrying arms in violation of law, 
together with a non-nnion man to go to 
Bull hill. The general impretsion here is 
that tbe ciuestion Will be settled by a terrible 
oonfliot, aud tbe people anxiously await thp 
end. The strikers in soma of the camps have 
closed every saloon and placed guards over 
them. A. D, Gortner, a prominent I'opuliat, 
was driven out of camp to-day and ordered 
not to roiurn, on penalty of death. The 
dtrikera cxpooc to be attacked, and have 
massed their forces on Bull hill. 

Dk.wek, May ."30.— Almost at the last 
moment Governor Waito decided not to go 
to Cripple Creek until this morning. It is 
believed he is afraid tho deputies will kid- 
nap him. 

DiviDK, Col.. May 30 — It has rained 
nearly all day, and this, in addition to tho 
disappointment felt at the email number of 
resruits, haa had a depreaaing effect and 
about a dozen detmties have returned to 
Denver. The scrikera are reported to havo 
purchased a rifled cannon which is on tho 
way here. 



NAVAL CODRTESIES. 

11 WW H. U. S. ''Blake" and "Tartar" Were 
Received at liostoo. 

Boston, May 30.— When the British 
cruiser Blake, commanded by Captain V, 
W. Hamilton and carrying the Hig of Vice- 
Admiral Hopkins, K.CB , commanding the 
North Atlantic equadron, and the cruiser 
Tartar, commnoded by Captain Henry S. 
Fleet, arrived in Boston harbor on the ■24th, 
Governor Grecnhalge and his staff received 
Vioe-Admiral Hopkins and his tu'te in the 
council chRnrbor of tho State House, Enter- 
tainment/S for tho British officers during 
their viait will be iaviahly provided. The 
Blake looks like a typical sea-fighter, 
and its black painting gives it a much 
more grim and ferocious appearance than 
our white-aided flhipa of war. The Tartar 
11 much amaller and looks like tho Kewark. 
Aa the Bluke oame oppoait-o Fort Warren it 
began to fire tho national salute of twenty- 
one gunn, which was returned from the navy 
yard. It presented a fine appearance as it 
came on, tiring the salute. The light breeze, 
which was directly behind, carried the 
smoke along, and tho ship slid over the 
water, obscured by tho smoke of its own 
guns, which rose like a cloud about as high 
as its tops, it made a spectacle not soon to 
be forgotten. It was given a rousing wel- 
come to Boston by the oraft in the harbor.

; AN UNFAIR ATTAOK. 

The attempt to create the impression that 
Mr. Adania, tho oontraotor for the Parlia 
ment buildings, favors American workmen 
to tho prejudice of British aubjeota ia very 
contomptiblc. Hn doca not do anything of 
tho kind. Ho gives the preference, as far 
as ha can in jastioe to bImBelf, to Victoria 
men, and after them to British Rubjeots 
generally. The list which is published in 
another column bears this out. Out of 
the 101 men employed there are only 
7 American oitizona aud '2 Gerinans. All tho 
rest are British subjeota. Of the G5 Britiih 
Bubjeota who are working on the buildings, 
64 are Victorians, leaving only 41 for other 
parts of the Province and the rest of tho 
Empire, We cannot see what interest any 
one can have in hamporinp; and embarras 
ing Mr. Adams. He took tho con 
tract as a matter of buaincas, aud 
he must, if be does not intend to 
be ruined, carry it out on busi- 
ness principles. He cheerfully gives pre 
ferenoa to men belonciing to the city and 
the Province and no man who woiks for 
him faithfully and iu a workmunliko man 
ner can complain of the way in which ho ia 
treated. We are surprised that the Times 
would lend itself to so small and so mean a 
businesa as to be the means of spreading 
lying reports about an honest man who is 
trying to carry out his contract faithfully 
and to tho satisfaction of reasonable men of 
every class. 

THBS UNPATRIOTIC SENATE. 

The commenta el the London Times on 
the situation in the United States are ex 
oeedingly eugi^estive. It says, " the secret 
of the continue i paralysis is the uncertainty 
regarding tho future and the tariff, li ia 
certain that the worst act that Congroas ie 
capable of passing — and it has a oonsidera' 
ble oapaoity in thtt direotion — could not 
harm American industry so mnob as the 
state of uncertainty that the country has 
been kept iu since the Demooruts passed 
into power." 

This io, no doubt, true, and it ia also true 
that tho members of tho United States 
Senate know perfectly well the injury 
which suspense with regskrd to the tariff ia 
doing their country. ' Yet they,from the most 
selflsti and sordid motives, deliberately 
prolong that Btate of uncertainty. The 
conduct of theso men is almoat incredibly 
unpatriotic. They aeo around them aigna 
of suffering both to coinuiunitiea and indi- 
viduals which a little exertion and a little 
saorifioe of personal and party interest on 
their part could mitigate materially, and 
perhaps put an end to altogether, yet they 
refrain from doing whatwonld case the public 
mind. They, for their own purpoeee, keep 
up tho condition of suapenao which they 
know is ruinous to thousands. We do nut 
think that history oan show another such in- 
8tano3 of nnpatriotio oallouaneas on the part 
of public men. It is not long since the Amer- 
ican people were proud, of their patriotism. 
During the great national struggle, men and 
women of all claaaea ohcorfuUy made tho 
groateat aaorilioes for what they oouaid- 
ored the woll-beiDg of their coun- 
try. They spent their BttlSstanae as 
'.if. it . were a' thing of no value, to 
preserve the union, and their very lives 
were not as dear to them as tho unity of the 
Republic, The magnificent patriotism of 
the American people won for them the 
admiration of tho whole world. 

To-day the United Statea, from one end 
to the other, ia anffecing sorely, and one of 
the branches of ita Legislature, so far from 
trying' to lesten that suffering, ia doing what 
it oan to increase and prolong it. The 
nations are regarding with paiuod astonish- 
ment; tho heartless way in which tho Senators 
as a body, are aggravating a national alUic- 
tloa which it ia theh? urgent duty to allevi- 
ate 'and remove. It might almost be sup- 
posed that they take a diabolical pleasure in 
hearing the groans and in witnessing tho 
writhinga of the sufforinR people. It aeems 
wonderful that they, in their righteous 
indignation, do not rise up and sweep the 
Senateoat of existenoe. We are very cer- 
tain tiiat if the Honte of Lords treated the 
people of Groat Britain as the Senate of tho 
United Statos is treating ita citizano who 
delight to call themaelvca the "sovereign 
people," ita oxistenoo would not bo worth a 
month'e purchase— perhaps not a day's. 



The great objeotion to the Imperial 
Federation League was that it was not prac- 
tical, that it had no definite object, that it 

dealt almost altogether v?ith sentiment. 
This its advocates contended was all that in 
the first stage of its existence it could bo ex- 
pected to bo. It gave to the world tha idea 
of an Imperial Federation, and that all that 
was then necessary was that taien, both in 
Great Britain and the Colonies, would got 
familiar with that idea and perhaps regard 
favorably. Tho time would come no 
doubt when the idea would assume a practi- 
cal shape, but there need be no hurry about 
it. It seemed to many that the 
theory of Imperial Federation remained 
too long In the nebulous stage, and that 
it should be made to assume a practical 
shape or bo dropped. Theso impatient 
people dropped it, and ita enomiea and 
oontomnera straightway declared that it 
was dead. But it ia not easy in these days 
to kill a true idea. It has within it a 
spark of vitality which cannot be killed. It 
may bo under a oloud, it may, from some 
other cause, disappear for a time, but it is 
sure to come to the light again more at- 
tractive, it may be, than when it was loat 
sight of. Thia we believe has been the case 
with the Imperial Federation Idea. It has 
iu the interval assumed a more praotloal 
shape. The League ia to bo roorganizod on 
a commercial buaia. Tho strand of trade is 
to bo added to the strand of loyalty and 
kinship in the bond of anion. It 
seems reasonable that oommunltiea be- 
longhig to the same Empke should 
trade with each other in a freer and more 
friendly way than thoy do with strangers. 
Tho commercial strand has done much to 
strengthen the bond of union between the 
Statea of the American Union, why should 
it not have the effect of making the bond 
whioh unltea the members of the British 
Empire both more aubstantial and atrocger? 
The sohome of a commercial union whioh 
will increase the affection that tho com- 
munities who are proud to call themBelvos 
British boar to each other and atronptlion 
the loyalty of them all to the Mother Coun- 
try, may soon assume a shape which will 
make It attaactive to them all. 



LABOR IN VAIN. 

The Portland Oregonlan haa nndartaken 
a task of very great difficulty. It Is en- 
deavoring by sound argument and appeals 
to common sense, to prevent tho Democrats 
of the State of Oregon making common 
oause with the' Pennoyer Populists. The 
Demoorata think that they will gain votes 
by uniting with the Populiats, and the 
Populists appear to believe that If they oan 
win over to their side a cousiderablo num- 
ber of Democrats, they will bo irresistible. 
The Oregonian shows tho Democrats 
that It will be most inconsistent in 
them to do anything to strengthen 
a party' whose platform ia diametric- 
ally opposed to everything that the 
leadera of their p»rty consider sound and 
safe in politics. What the effect of this ap- 
peal to tho patriotism and common senau of 
the Oregon Demoorata will be, will be seen 
by and-by. It la to be feared, however, 
that our contemporary ia laboring in vain. 
So strong is party feeling in the Statea, and 
so weak has the sense of duty become, that 
it ia almost safe to say that what ia supposad 
to be tho party's interest will bo preferred 
to the pnblio welfare. 

The Oregonian doea not appeal to tho 
PopultstBi' aa it no donbt conaideta it naeless 
to appeal to their common sense. They are 
fanatics iu politics. They have formed tho 
wildest and moat impraoticablo theories 
that were ever propounded, and they 
look upon ■ those who disapprove of 
aud reject them aa either fools or knaves. 
Their conceit and eelf-suffioieQcy, if they 
did not produce such lamentabla reauItB, 
would bo amusing?. They evidently con- 
sider thitt they are the people and wisdom 
will dio with them. 

Thu platfoim of the Pooplo'a Party of 
California ia published iu the San Franoiaco 
Examiner. It oonaiata of thirty-seven 
planks, which form a combination of nearly 
all tha politicil absurdities of the oge. 
They wuno " a iintiuuul currency issued to 
the people without the iutervontion of 
banks, at a tax not exceeding '2 per cont. a 
year." Plank five is " free coinage of silver 
16 to 1." Flank six ia " Inorease of the oir- 
cttlating medium to at least ^0 per capita." 
Then thoy want a graduated income tax 
and " a graduated land tax " and " public 
work for tho unemployed." They 
would if they could rovolutionizo legis- 
lation by establishing " tho initiative, 
referendum, imperative mandate, and pro- 
portional representation." They would do 
away with national, state and municipal 
bonds, and they would make suffrage uni- 
veraal by extending it to women. 

Very few, indeed, of the Populists oan 
have the slighttsb idea of the real nature of 
the changes they demand, and not 'the re- 
motest conception of what effects they 
would produce if an attempt were made to 
put them in practice. They cannot see that 
if they had their way, tho Constitution of 
the United Statea would be mere waste 
paper, and that the political institutions of 
the State would be overturned. They labor 
under' the deluelon that they have found a 
euro for all the evils with which tho body 
politic is oniioied. It ia absolutely impos- 
Bible to convince them that tho at- 
tempt to carry out their principles 
into practice would tuin the credit 



of their country, would throw ita busi- 
ness into hopeless confusion, and would 
make all alaaaea of the community poorer 
and more mlaerable than they are at present. 
The Oregonian wastes itii breath, so to 
speak, when it tella them, that " populism is 
anarchy," that — , 

"where poptillam haa gained control of 
any state government,the safeguards of pro- 
perty and busineaa have been weakened, in- 
vestments have been made inaecure and the 
social forces that make for civil order and 
the permanence of vested rights have been 
impaired. It ia not, neoeaaaty to go to 
Kansas, Nebraska ofrColor'ado for jdemCnetra- 
tlon of this, though the object leatfon ia 
plainer there.' In Kansas the state affords 
no protection |to the property of railroads 
and loan companies from seizure and 
confiscation. {In the Capital of the 
etate a military organization has been 
formed to dtfend lawlessnesB agalnat 
any attempt of the authorltlea to 
check or repress it. In Colorado the 
militia was diverted from its proper servioo 
to carry out partisan purposes of the Gov- 
ernor and riot rages unchecked, under a 
feoblo administration of the law. The prin- 
cipal city of Nebraska waa helpless for 
nearly a week in tho grasp of a mob of 
trainstealera who levied contributions upon 
oitizona and defied the law. In all thcao 
Populiat commuuities the civil law is in a 
Btate of ouspeose so far as the protection of 
property and malntenanoe'of order are con- 
cerned. 

Tho thanks which the Oregonian will get 
for telling the people the wholesome, the 
necessary' trulh.will probably be tho howling 
oxeoratlone of a mob who will only bo do 
torrod from lawless violence by tho fear of 
ritlos in tho hands of the aoldiora of tho 
regular army. It is characteristic of these 
men who are impatient of rational govern- 
ornmcnt and reasonable restraint that 
they arc most intolerant of anything 
that looks like opposition to their 
pot abaurditiea. They regard any one who 
exposes the unreasonEibleneaa cf their theo- 
riea aa a deadly enemy and abuae him with- 
out atint when they are powerless to injure 
and annoy him in any other way. Their 
rule, when they do happen to attain power 
ia, we are given to understand, most tyranni- 
cal. 

Tho fiict that the Populists have become 
powerful in many Statos in which the people 
were supposed to be intelligent, ahows how 
neceeaary it Is that the people should receive 
in some way some political instmotlon, in 
order that th^y may be able to diatingnlah 
between the wild and impracticable thoorica 
of fanatical or knavish agitators and the 
wboloBome teachings of the honest upholders 
of good government.

The Civio Court of Revision, for the hear

SHOT THSOUGH THE BODY. 

William Johnson Meet ,Hl8 Death From a 
BUle Ballet Fired By Himself. 

WilHitm Johnson, the sixteen year old 
lad who tried unsuccesbfully to commit sui- 
cide by hanging, on April 11, shot himself 
through the body on Tuesday night, and 
died yesterday morning from the wound. 

It will be remembered that Johnson in 
tho early part of the present month pleaded 
guilty before Mr, Juatice Brake of attempt- 
ing to commit suicide and sentence waa sus- 
pended, hia mother giving bonda for his 
appearance and the boy having apparently 
sincerely repenting of his rash act. Johnson 
waa then giveq employment on the farm of 
Mrs. P. Wilson on Edmonton road and as 
ho wna of an extran'ely aeoaltive nature and 
dibposod to brood over every little tronble, 
special pains were taken to make bis aur- 
roundinga aa pleaeant as possible, with the 
result that he was apparently quite happy 
and contented in his new home. 

On Tuesday evening he waa left alonn 
upon tho plaufl for u short timo. At 7 
o'clock Mrs. Wilson, who had been driving, 
rot\iriied, and not seeing him called him by 
name. Tho boy anstvorod from tho loft of 
tho etablo und aaked her to come up to him, 
aaying "Something ia wrong." Remem- 
bering tho attempt at auioido, Mrs. Wilson 
was afraid to venture up the atairs, but 
called in Mr. William Marohant, who Uvea 
oloso by. He at once responded, and olimb- 
ing to the loft found Johnson lying on tho 
fioor bleeding from a wound in the ai omaoh, 
the result of £ wound from a riQj lying 
alongside. The wounded boy waa quite 
sensible, and in answer to Mr. Marohant 
aaid at first that some man had shot him, 
but afterwards tacitly acknowledged he 
had done it himself. The rifle had 
been evidently pressed against the 
abdomen, the fatal ballet passing 
through and tearing the intestines in six 
placbH, and after shattering the right hip 
bono, going through the fioor of tho loft. 
Dr. Hall and Dr. MoKechnio were sum- 
moned and did what they could to render 
the unfortunate lad comfortable till ho was 
removed to tho Jubiloo hospital. There 
everything possible waa done for him, but 
tho poor boy died at 2 o'clock in tho morn- 
ing. 

An inquest was hold yesterday afternoon 
at the Jubilee hospital, and after several 
witnoBSOB bad been examined, including Mr. 
Marohant, Mrs. Wilaon and her houac- 
knoper, a verdict was brought in to the 
effect that William Johnaon had mot hia 
death from a shot from the riflo produced, 
but under what oiroamatances the jnry was 
unable to deoide.

The Wholesome Influence of Legiala 
tioa Un Tiiese Important 
Interests- 



How Agriealtural Development Ib 
Affected— A Sammary of Salient 
Points of Policy No. 7. 

In 'former articles we have referred to 

the origin of tho limd systom of British 
Columbia, concerning which so much has 
been sftid. It is sciircoly nocoasiiry to re- 
fer to this again, except to say that other 
sources of rovciiuo having arisen through 
tho development of tlio country so that it 
was no longer necessary to depend, upon 
the land sales, the 'Gouernment prradu 
ally modified ita land system until it was 
reduced to pre-emption in small tracts for. 
settlement only. In this there has been 
a recognition of and an adaption to ad- 
vanced methfjds «f government in line 
with the general policy as previously out- 
lined. The Government has gone furtlier 
and given practical efl'ect to llie prinoiplo 
of small holding.H. This a matter rciiuir- 
ing careful consideration, and tho Pre- 
mier has given public expression to his 
desire to ijivo attention to some goneml 
Bchonio for the encouragement uf smnll 
land holdings, whereby the accessibiu 
lands may be settled op. With tho ex- 
ception of New Zealand, this has nut 
been attempted in any part of the world, 
but as the conditions are favorable for 
experiment iu tliis Province, wo may 
confidently look for practical legislation 
in this direction in the near future. Tlie 
amendniont to tlio Land Act of hist .ses- 
sion, and tlio recent laying off of live and 
ton acre tracts in the Ridiag a£ itich- 
mond and the neighborhood of Victoria, 
.and the announced intention of the Gov- 
.arnment to immediately offer these tracts 
to actual occupants for lease, witli privil- 
ege of purGhase, npon terms so favorable 
tha* any, industrious man who aojuires 
•them may make himself a homo, i.s a 
praotical way of canning out the Govorn- 
luent^s intentions on this subject. 

THE I.AISOR QDEtStlOK. 

"When we conio to the question of 
labor, tliere are important issues to con- 
sider and .several extremes to avoid. Tlie 
labor organizations in this Province, un 
elsewhere, have been ag(;ressivc, hut 
there is this imjiortant fact to keep in 
mind, that outside of the ever present 
Chinese question there are fewer prob- 
lems to solve and fewer difficulties have 
been experienced in meeting the require- 
ments of the labor interests than prob- 
ably in any other part of Her Majesty's 
dominions. 

80 far as theChinese ore concerned, this 
is a matter with which constitutionally the 
Province can only exercise an indirect in- 
fluence. True, a great many impractic- 
able resolutions have been before the 
House, brought forward for political 
effect, but what the Government labored 
to achieve wete practical results. The 
power of excluding or restricting China- 
men lies outside of the jurisdiction of any 
province of the Dominion, and resolu- 
tions manifestly aimed at doing what 
th^ro was no hope of achieving, deterred 
rather than aided in bringing RhQ'^^ do- 
eirpd resijlt,'). ^n tho matter of Chinese 
labor, a hciilLhy mora) fvud patriotic tone 
is bettor than any number of powcrlo's 
resolutions or «nooiistifiy-;^„^.^j 

itients. The patriotic citi/.en— tho man 
true to his own conimunit)- and to hia 
own province— will patronize homo in- 
dustry and employ home labor to the 
farthest extent possible, and through tho 
force of public opinion tlie employment 
of Cliiiicso has been reuUcod to ft "ory 
low Uinit, to menial occupations in which 
white labor dues not care to compete, or 
those few instances wlicre indu<;_'^ry, ow- 
in^r to keen competition in pricoa, would 
Hot othorwlso be carried on. There are 
very few persons who would not welco.no 
the day when their preseaca was no 
longer necessary in any form. But with 
out absolute exclusion, which is beyond 
Provincial or even Federal jurisdiction to 
enforce, there is no way of dealing with 
the Celestial population except by force 
of public opinion, and in thi.s connection 
every citizen must bear his share of tho 
responsibility. To a limited extent the 
employment of Chineao ia now a griev- 
ance, but with tho restrictions already ii. 
force and the state of public feeling, the 
evil has boon reduced to a minimum 
Statistics do not show that tho Chineao 
population is proportionately on the in- 
crease. Bather tho reverse. It is true 
that the Government has by resolution of 
tho Legisloturo endeavored to increase 
tho per capita tax to SI 00, and thi-s 
would probably tend to still further diui- 
iniah Cliiiicso iuiinigratioii, but bo I'iir 
these representations liavo not moveil the 
Federal authorities, who uudoulitediy 
view it in tho wider light as all'octing 
trade and international relationship. 
At all ovonts, even in the minds of work- 
ingmen most affected, the everlasting 
"anti-Chinese" resolution of tho word-of- 
mouth friends of labor has lost its jioliti- 
cal effect and its once captivating charm, 
Tho labor (uganizationB and tho labor 
olomont gciierHlly have opened their oyes 



to the fact that honied 'resolutions are 

not broad and that talk is tho cheapest 
form of labor. They are recognizing the 
fact that tho true friend of labor is the 
ono v.'ho between election timu.'i, as well 
as iimncdiatoly prior to them, .supplies 
work, pays tho highent wages going and 
makes the conditioiia of labor as favor- 
able as possible. The Government, a.s a 
government, has cavrted out these prac- 
tical principles, not only in conducting 
the business of tho .country, but in tho 
influence which legislation has had upon 
the country. Employment found, which 
is, of course, a i|uestion of demand, there 
is no part of tlie world in which wages 
are so good, hours shorter and pay more 
secure. The poor man has every pro- 
tection which tlie lav." can justly afford, 
liijiiatico, coercion or (jppression is rare, 
and tho opportunities under the law few. 
To arrive at just conclusions compare, for 
instance, the condidon of our minors in 
Nanaimo and Wellington with those of 
Pennsylvania, or Great Britain even. 

THK LABOR iBUllEAl". 

Having ill view the labor problems 
aO'octing ot her countries and looking to 
the industrial development of which our 
resources give promise in mining, lum- 
beriii;,', iiianuf.ic'uring, and so on, tiie 
V iovernmeiit in tlie matter of adjusting 
amicably tlie relations of Jnbor and capi- 
tal took a long step in ad<vance in estab- 
liahing a Labor Bureau and Courts of 
Conciliation and Arbitration, and if the 
Government ia to be blamed for any- 
thing particular in this nieivsure, it was 
for stepping too far ahead of actual ne- 
cessities. Tho introduction of tliis mea- 
sure, which sot an oxamplo for Ontario, 
was goiierally ajiproved of by tho labor 
eleuient in this Province, and not a single 
voice was raised in tho House in opposi- 
tion, but no snonor was its raacliiuury put 
iu motion tlicui the representatives of 
labor, foi- political purposes, set to work 
to frustrate its operations and with such 
success as to render it in its then form 
jiractically inoperative, notwithstanding 
that the principle of the law wn.s every- 
where a cardinal plank in the labor [ilat- 
form the world over. Without the co- 
opi'ration of the very men for whose 
benefit it waa created tlio bureau would 
be useless. Tho Government has, how- 
over, provided facilities for the settle- 
ment of labor disputes as they arise and 
has also instituted an inquiry into the 
conditions of labor as they exist in this 
Province, which will lead to some prac- 
tical and definite results in the future. 

AOaiCULTUKAL DEVELOPMEXT. 

Closely allied with industrial develop- 
ment is that of agriculture. The present 
administration has devoted much atten- 
tion to tho farming interests and succeed- 
ed not only in arousing a general interest 
in the subject, [but aided materially in 
the protection and development of such 
interests. By the cre.ition of a Bureau 
of Agricultural Information, it has added 
largely to our knowledge of our farming 
resources, and tha flpnu*! report ia eag- 
erly sought for and is one pf the most 
valuable of our official publioatlont. Lib- 
eral aasistance has been extended to the 
Fruit Growers' A^eociation and to agri- 
cultural associations, and wise provision 
has been made for the prevention and 
destruction of pests. Horticulture and 
dairying have e^ph had legislation special- 
ly adapted tg th§ir liooda: an^ •„ g^g^y 

way possible the Department of Agricul- 
ture has done effective work. Assistance 

has been iruftranteed towards tho reclama- 
tion of overilowed lowlands and towards 
railways for tho general oponins; up of 
farming districci. As a Consequence, tho 
Province is entering upon an era of active 
agricultural development. 

■ mUE CRITEKIOS'. 
hi the lQ^^■ef^o\a^ articles wo have brief- 
ly reviewed tho policy of the (iovornmont 
of tho last seven years, referred to i'a 
salient points and traced tho pri.-.,oiplos 
underlying tho whole course, it has boon 
a policy of development worked out in tho 
face of many diflioulties, characterized, it 
is true, by some mistakes, but in the 
main crowned with success. Ouradmin- 
iatratora iiave not been brilliant orators 
or "heaven born" statesmen. They 
have been plain, practical business men, 
who have understood the wants of the 
country and adapted themselves to its 
varying conditions as time and circum- 
stances would permit — the true criterion 
of successful ({overnment, by which they 
must now be judged.

Celebration Week Good for Business— Re- 
ceipts of Proiluce Not so ilea^-y- 

Business has attain assumed its connal 
proportions, the ruah of last week being now 
quite over. To every lino of trade, particu- 
larly in the retail business, celebration week 
proved to be moat beneficial and conse- 
quently substantial resalta remain. Re- 
ceipts of produce were not very heavy dur- 
ing the wiek and these came principally 
from Caiifornia, thoae in transit froni the 
E-^st being unobtainable owing to tho upper 
country frethet which oats oGf all communi- 
cation.

WitEiiK.\s by the Corporation of Victoria 
Watj-r Works Act. 1873, tho Municipal Coun- 
o 1 of tho City of Victoria aro authorized and 
empowered to make suob by-laws as to thorn 
shall seem requtaite and necessarj' for (tutor 
alia) prohibiting the aelllng. disposing, giving 
away, negloot or -waste ot water supplied 
by the Water Works, and for regulating 
the time, manner, extent and nature of tlia 
supply by tho said works, the tenements or 
parties to which and to whom tho same shall 
bo furnished, tho price or prices to bo exacted 
therefor, and each und every otlior matter or 
thing relating to or connected thorowith which 
It may bo noccssiry or proper to direct, roRU- 
lat-> or det.irmliio for issuing to Iho inhabitants 
of tho city a contit.uid and abundant supply 
of pure and wholosomo water.

7. l-:very watur closet aupplieil from Iho .said 
Water Works must bo p ovidod with a full and 
coinpletu apparatus, with proper valvea so

plumber shall wlliully break or evade any uuch

A BY-LAW 

To Regulate Hawlcers and Peddlers. 

WHBRBA8, in aocordanoe with the provi- 
sions of the Municipal Aot, 1892, and amenda- 
tory Acts thereto, tiie Coanoil is empowered i o 
make, alter and repeal bj-laws inter alia to 
ilconse, Togulate and govern hawkers and ped- 
dlers in suoh manner as may be deemed ex- 
pedient. 

Therefore, the Municipal CounoU of the Cor- 
poration of the City of Victoria enacts as fol- 
lows 

1. Tho Hawkers and Peddlers Numbering 
By-law. 1893 (No. UO), is hereby repealed, and 
tho following by-law aubatitutod tharefor : 

2. Every Hawkor or Peddler hawking or 
peddling within tho limits of the C.ty ot Vic- 
toria shall pay a license fee of (ao for every six 
months, as provided by the Revenue By-law, 

\m. 

3. Kvory Hawkor or Peddler licensed under 
tho Rovonuo By-law. 1893, shall at tho time of 
tho iaauo of hia llrenao receive from tho Col- 
lector a plato hcailng a number, which shall 
bo afllxed on a prominent p'ace on tho outside 
ot his wagon, cart ur othor vehicle or baaket, 
or othor receptacle for carrying or conveying 
hia good^. W ires or morchandiso, and said 
plato ahidl lOinaiu thoreon during tho period 
tor which the llconso ia granted, or in case 
moro than ono basket or othor recopLaclo ia 
carried by tho licensee, then tho plato ahall bo 
attached to ono ot auoh baakets or othor re- 
ceptacles, and su?h plate shall be roturood to 
the CoUoc or at tho expiration ot the term of 
tho license, and may bo reissued by htm. 

4. Any person convicted of a breach of this 
by-law shall forfeit unl pay at th3 discretion 
of tho convictirg magistrate a penalty not ox- 
ccedlng tho sum of fifty dollars tor each oirenoo 
eKClusivo of costs, and in dofaulL of payment 
ot the said penalty and custti forthwith the 
said penalty and coats or costs only may be 
levied by distress and sale of the goods and 
chattnlsof the offender, and [in case of thoro 
be log no distress found oat ot which snob pen- 
alty can bo levied the convicting magistrate 
may commit the ofTonder to the common Jail 
of tho city ot Victoria, with or without hard 
labor, tor any period not excocding ono calen- 
dar month unless tho said penalty and costs be 
sooner paid.

A WATERLOO VETERAN. 

Sad Fate of One Who Fongbt at Waterloo 
and Took Part In Other Notable 
Engagements. 

LOKDOK. May 30.— Handbills were dii- 
tribnted last nigbb thronghont the working 
elwn retidenoe diitrto<) oslliog for a mass 

meeiiDt; to be held on Sunday adernoou, 
under the auspices of the Social Democratic 
Federation, to consider the remarkable 
case of John Stasey, a Waterloo 
veteran, which hag jusfi been brought 
tg tha Uttentjon of tho puoiis. ^tacey, 
s. Wtttetloo vbtetiB, who ia 96 years 
of age, recently walked from Mexborough 
in Yorkshire, to Londoa and returned, s 
total distance of over 800 miles for the pur 
pose of interviewing the War oilioo nuthori' 
ties andbegging for an increase in his pension 
which for nearly a quarter of a century has 
amounted to 25 cents per day. According 
to tho official documents he was drafted 
into the military service in 1S16, and when 
18 years of age tvas sent, to j )in the German 
legion which was specially asaigoed to 
prevent Napoleon's escape inio Ger 
many.

The object of Sunday's 
meeting is to initiate a fund to save the old 
veteran from ending his days in a poor 
bouse.

The Heroes of, the War Honored By 
the Attendants at the 
ifair. 



Address By Rev. T. de Witt Talmagre 
— (Jranfl AIlei;oricaI Pi'ocessiou— 
Washington's Officers- 

.San Francisco, May ;!0.— Memorial day 
was enthusiastically observed at the Expo- 
sition to-day. There wero only a few hours 
of sunshine in the morning followed by 
cloudy and threatening weather the rest of 
the day which, however did not keep away 
the crowds. Rev. Dr. Talmage, tho 
celebrated Brooklyn divine, delivered 
a patriotic oration at Festival hall this 
afternoon. The vast hall was crowded to 
tho doors and the eloquent preacher's ad- 
dress aroused much eotbusiasm. Later 
came the historical parade around the grand 
court, under the marshalship of Gol. Shafter 
and escorted by five companies of U. S. 
troops and the pxpoaition binds. There 
were twelve floats in tho procession, 
roprcseutiug scenes in the history of the 
war in chronological order. Each was man- 
iiged by solilicra, Sikilors or civilians, accord- 
ing 10 the circumstances, and was gaily 
decorated. Tho lloat of Washington cross- 
ing the Dol>>ware was the first in line. It 
Bhovvcd a boat of the colonial period, and 
long blnoka I'f ice, with several figures 
leprepenling W.shugton and his rfiioers. 
Tlio Hccond oar uii tlie procranimo was one 
of mourning surnuuiuted with black arches 
in th;i op'^'ru i f whicn was a basket of 
11 iwera. Upon tho side of the 11 )at were 
lortyeight girls dressed in white, 
ouoh holdiug a wreath with tho 
name of a state or territory in tho centre. 
Above was tho goddess of liberty. The 
third float was Admiral Farragut's flagship 
representing tho vessel in action with the 
admtr tl lashed in tho rigging. The other 
floats represented " The Surrender of Vera 
Cruz," Lee's Surrender," *' Under the 
Famous Apple Tree," " The Battle of Big 
Tree," and other incidents always fresh in 
the memory of veterans, patriots and hi»tory 
loucrs. The Pageant was repeated to-night, 
the grand conrt being elaborately illumin- 
ated.

CHARGED WITH LIBEL. 

Dr. BIchard UorrUon Arrested on Warrant, 
Accused of a Serlons Orime. 

Richard Morrison, M.D , well known 
throughc Victoria, British Columbia and 
Ontario, was arrested yesterday by Chief of 
Police Sheppard, upon a warrant issued 
during the morning by Magiatrato Macrae, 
tho wheels of tho law having been set in 
motion by S. G. Campbell, grocer, of 
Douglas street. The charge ia defamatory 
libel, and hinges upon a certain letter re- 
ceived by Mr. McAfee, master of the Loyal 
Orange lodge. No. l,4'2(i. of which Mr. 
Campbell is seeretury, and Dr. Morrison was 
a member. 

The accused made immediate application 
for admission to bail upon arreat, and the 
request was granted, the bail being fixed in 
the sum of §2,000— the acsuaed's bond cf 
§1,000, nsd thnt of Mr, George Lindeay, of 
55 Third street, in « like amount belrg 
accepted by Magistrate Macrae, The liffeuon 
charged is an indictable and serious one, 
and the information Sworn to by Mr, 
Cumpbell (for whom Mr. J. P. Walls is 
acting ) is aa follows ; 

" The infoi:uiatlon and oompUInt of Ste- 
phen Graham Campboll, commonly known 
aa and called Graham Campbell, of the 
City of Victoria aforesaid, taken this 
liOch day of May, in the year of 
our Lord, one thousand eight hun 
dred and ninety-four, before the under- 
sif^ned police magistrato in and for the said 
City of Victoria, who saya that : At the 
time of the committing the offence herein- 
after mentioned he, the said Stephen 
Graham Campbell, was, and still ia, secre- 
tary of the Loyal Orange lodge No. 1,426, 
in tho City of Victoria and Province of 
Britiuh Columbia aforesaid ; and that Rich- 
ard Morrison, of the same city, doctor of 
medicine, wickedly, unlawfully and mali- 
oioualy intending to injure, vilify and pre- 
judice him, the said Stephen Graham Camp- 
bsll, and to bring him into public contempt, 
soindal, infamy and diegraco, and to de- 
prive him of his good name, credit and repu- 
tation, aa well in relation to hia said 
position of secretary of the said lodge as in 
the conduct of hie bus'ness in the said city, 
and otherwise to injure and aggrieve him, 
on or about the 29ih day of May, 1894, 
wickedly, maliciously and unlawfully, did 
write, publish and cause to bo written and 
published, a false and defamatory libel, in 
the form and according to the terms and 
effects following, that ia to say, by ud- 
dressiog an envelope aa follows : ' Rev. 
Father McAfee, Hudson's Bay Store, Wharf 
street. City P. , B. C and on tho end or 
margin of tha said envelope writing the 
following words : ' Return to G Campbell, 
the Blackmailer, Liar, Bladpheir.or and 
Fire-fiend,' meaning and intending thereby 
tliat tho said Stephen Graham Campbell 
had been guilty cf the crimes and offences 
of blackmailing, blasphemy and arson, and 
that tho said Stephen Graham Compbell 
was l^ing and untruthful person, to tho 
groat damage, scandal and dipgraoo of the 
aaid Stephen Graham Campbell, as afore- 
said, ho the said Richard Morrison then 
well knowing the said defamatory libel to 
be false.

Mt. Vernan, May 30.— The Skagit river 
ia twenty inches higher than evor befcro 
known, being twenty- three feet above low 
water mark. Railroads arc washed out and 
bridges gone. No trains have been running 
in here since Friday. At places tho track ia 
waehed out for miles, and rails and ties uro 
lodged in trees and brush. Rencuo ateomera 
have been sent out and found men and 
women in the trees and on house tope. Many 
reports of destitution come in. The river 
has begun to fall. 

Si'OKANK, May ;iO — Tho water in tho 
Snohomish and Spokane rivers has been ai 
a standstill all day. There has been no 
further damage hero from high water. Re- 
ports from tho Ca'tir d'Alenua are th»t the 
rivers there are slowly falling. At Lewis- 
ton the Sniiko and Clearwater are higher 
than ever before known and are still rising. 
Tho Dennis &. Bradley bridge here is given 
up, and is expected to go at any moment. 
If it does it will take with it tho Olive 
street and Vt'aahington street bridges. 
Many houses are undermined and settling. 
Tho water is four and a half feet higher 
at tho new water works site than ever be- 
fore known. Work is abandoned altogethor. 
The N- P. bridge still stands, but is expect- 
ed to go. The Union Paoifio and Great 
Northern tracks are inundated, and traf&o 
is suspended. 

Wknatchek, May 30— The Columbia and 
Wenatobee rivers are higher now than ever 
before daring the Jnne freshets. The Col- 
umbia ia riairg now at the rate of two feet a 
day. The Wenatoheft river bridge, between 
Okanagan and Kittitas counties, went out 
luat night with a crash that oould be heard 
for miles. This bridge wrs oonatmoted two 
years ago by the two oounties at a cost of 
several thousands of dollars. The railroarl 
track at Mission is completely submerged, 
and west-bound trains go only as far as 
Wen»tchee. People living in houaes on the 
banjui-of tho Columbia have become alarmed 
and are preparing to move out. The situa- 
tion .hao really become alarming. There are 
hoa^vy anows in tho mountains, and if this 
weather continuea for a few days longer the 
lower pcft of our town will be under water.

Portland, May 30.— Tho Union Pacific 
passenger train due hero yesterday morning 
ia at Grants. The East-bound pisBenger 
which lifi hero last night is at BonnovtiJe. 
There arc tovernl washouta bet wet n Bjnne- 
ville and Catc»de L^rks, Three miles east 
of Arlington about 1,000 faot of track ia out 
in one place, and at C-iotle Rook there is a 
bad washout. Tho wires are down 
west of Grants, and no tepotts as 
to the Gondltlob ef tbe track ean 
be obtained. A boat will be run from 
Portland to Bonneville tO-nlght with pas 
sengers and mail. These will be transferred 
to tbe Waahirgton side of the river and by 
the portage railway over the Lower Cas 
cades, and thence by boat to The Dalles 
The Nortlern Pacific tracks are under 
at both landings of the Kalama ferry, and 
passengers and mails are being transferred 
by boat; between Kelse, on tho Washington 
aide, and Columbia City, on tho Oregon 
aide of the river.
